Prospects for Industry in Cornwall 
and Devon — I. 


The purpose of this and a further article to be published in the Board of Trade Journal 
is to outline industrial activity and opportunities in Cornwall and Devon and the 
changes which have recently been taking place there. This article describes the present 
industrial picture while a concluding article will draw particular attention to the 
firms which have set up in the area since the war, and to those parts of the area which 
qualify for assistance under the Distribution of Industry (Industrial Finance) Act, 
t.e. the whole of Cornwall (except Truro, St. Austell, St. Blazey, Lostwithiel, 
Launceston and Bude) and in Devon: Brixham, Plymouth and Iifracombe. 


the industries in the counties are, on the whole, in a prosperous condition. Since the war 

many of the older firms and industries have expanded and a number of new firms have 
set up in the area, but the consequent increase in employment opportunities has not compensated 
entirely for the loss of some older industries and the general level of unemployment is well above 
the national average. Tin and copper production and some rural industries drew people to the 
area in the past and the decline of these industries, has not been offset entirely by the expansion of 
clay mining, engineering and other industry. The problem has been complicated by a growing 
population, the increased mechanization of agriculture and the reduced importance of fishing. The 
decline of tin in the pre-war period brought heavy unemployment. Even in the post-war period, 
with its continuing high level of industrial activity throughout the country, unemployment in those 
parts of the counties which would qualify for assistance is a matter of some concern, particularly 
in the winter months when there is also seasonal unemployment. 


Mining and quarrying are still special features of the area and together the extractive industries 
employ over 8,000 people. Today two tin mines are still working; the Geevor and South Crofty 
tin mines. The South Western peninsula has a complex geological structure and a variety of minerals 


Wisi THERE IS A NEED for more employment in certain parts of Cornwall and Devon, 
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have been worked at one time or another since pre-Roman times. 
Several are of economic interest today. Among these the most import- 
ant are china clay and stone, ball clay and granite.

The clay is formed by geological changes working from 
underneath and in some well situated pits which have been worked 
for generations the bottom of the deposit has not yet been reached. 
Ball clay is a sedimentary rock and in Britain the only workable 
deposits are in Devon and Dorset. The Devon deposits consist of 
two areas, one to the north of Dartmoor and one to the south-east 
of it. Both china clay and ball clay have their origins in the granite 
masses in the area. Granite is also worked in its own right. 


The Value of China Clay 


China clay, the most important of the minerals, and a valuable 
export to North America, is worked in three main areas, St. Austell, 
Dartmoor and Bodmin Moor, in that order of importance. The 
granite masses in other parts of the countries have been worked in 
the past and some of the reserves are in these other areas. In the 
St. Austell district which accounts for about three-quarters of all 
production, most of the pits lie to the north of St. Austell between 
St. Blazey, Roche and Fraddon. On Dartmoor the largest china 
clay deposit is in the vicinity of Lee Moor. The winning of the 
clay is a story interesting in itself but cannot be dealt with here.

Deposits of ball clay, which is also produced in this country only 
in the South West, are found in North and South Devon and in 
Dorset. The term covers two types of clays: highly plastic clays 
which, after firing, yield a white or cream coloured body, and clays 
containing an appreciable amount of quartz which are used in the 
manufacture of salt-glazed and other types of stoneware. Both types 
may be found together and may be produced from different layers 
in the same works. The clays in each group have different chemical 
and physical properties and different uses but both are of industrial 
importance. Whiteware clays are a component part of most types 
of pottery, including earthenware, electrical and other porcelain, 
tiles, household fittings, etc. Unlike china clay, which is won from 
open pits, ball clay is porduced from both open-cast works and 
mines. There are several firms in each of the areas in Devon. The 
total export of ball clay from Devon and Dorset in 1957 was about 
196,000 tons, valued at £132,000.

Silley Cox, at Falmouth, one of the 
largest ship-repairing firms in the country, recently completed a large 
new dry dock which is said to be capable of taking ships of up to 
60,000 tons. P. K. Harris & Sons, a smaller firm, carry out both 
shipbuilding and repairing near Bideford. 





Engineering and metal working firms are found in nearly all the 
larger centres, although many of the concerns are small. Among the 
products are machine tools, and woodworking machinery ; agricultural 
machinery; springs; gas cookers and fires; sheet-metal work and 
flexible tubing; constructional steelwork; pipe fittings and valves; 
and components for food machinery, watches and clocks. There are 
two large new firms: Tecalemit, who produce lubrication equipment 
at Plymouth, and Centrax who make gas turbine compressor blades 
at Newton Abbot. Several of the older firms are important employers. 
At Exeter, Willey & Company produce gas meters, fittings and non+ 
ferrous castings, and the C. E. Harper (Aircraft) Company aircraft 
parts and invalid cars. Among other engineering firms in the 
Camborne-Redruth district is the metal perforations firm of J. & F:

cheese, condensed and dried milk and milk puddings is carried out. 
Among the milk processing concerns, Ambrosia have establishments 
at Lifton and Crediton, and Dried Milk Products at Camelford and 
Lostwithiel. Cattle, sheep, pigs, and poultry are kept in large numbers 
and meat is processed, and eggs and poultry packed, at many centres 
throughout the farming areas. The West of England Bacon Company 
have factories at Totnes and Redruth. There are numerous mills 
and bakeries, and other food firms produce confectionery, jams and 
preserves, cider and beer. At Plymouth, Farley’s Infant Food Com- 
pany produce rusks and other infant foods. The Whiteways Cyder 
Company is the best known of the firms producing cider, while among 
the brewers are H. & G. Simonds at Devonport, Plymouth Breweries 
and the St. Austell Brewery. The climate of the South Western 
Peninsula is particularly favourable for growing flowers and vegetables; 
the Isles of Scilly are well known for their early flowers, some of 
which are now exported by air to the Continent. 

The textile, clothing and leather industries are relatively less 
important than they used to be. Exeter is spoken of in an earlier period 
as being a centre of manufacturing industry, dyeing and finishing 
the cloths, etc., produced in the neighbouring villages. The industries 
still employ, however, over 10,000 persons in the counties and there 
are several notable firms and products. The largest textile firm in 
the area is J. Heathcoat & Company, of Tiverton, who are at present 
carrying out a large programme of development. They produce lace; 
processing the yarn and dyeing and finishing it. They have other 
establishments near Camborne, a post-war factory which has been 
expanded, and at Crediton and Cullompton. Lastonet stockings are 
produced at Camborne and parachutes at Crediton. Lace net is also 
produced by J. C. Small & Tidmas at Barnstaple. The well-known 
Axminster carpets are produced at Axminster by the Axminster 
Carpet Company. Other products produced are carpet yarns and 
tents. 

Another important new firm is Berker Sportcraft at Plymouth, 
producing coats and dresses. Many other firms throughout the 
area make clothing, including coats, dresses, children’s blouses, 
corsets, etc, Shirts and pyjamas are made at Exeter by Luuvisca, 
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In this pleasantly situated factory in Penzance, Singleton 
Bros. (Instruments) Ltd. manufacture electrical acces- 
sories, immersion heaters, and aquarium equipment. 


while the Jantzen swim-suit is produced by the Jantzen Company, 
another firm new to the area, at Barnstaple. 

Buckfastleigh is a centre of the woollen industry, with the Buckfast 
Spinning Company producing carpet yarns, blankets and serge, 
while the Co-operative Wholesale Society have a woollen mill there. 
The Co-operative are also fellmongers, wool sheepskin dressers, 
sorters and combers. J. Vicary & Sons, of Newton Abbot, are a 
substantial firm sorting and combing wool, and top making. There 
are many small woollen mills and knitwear firms, nine of which are 
in the West Cornwall peninsula. Four small firms are located near 
Redruth and four near Newquay, while a larger firm is located at 
Truro. 

Gloves are made in nine small factories at Barnstaple, Bideford, 
Torrington, Appledore, Cullompton and Plymouth. All but two of 
the firms are in the Barnstaple and Bideford area of North Devon. 

Leather is tanned, dressed and cut by several firms, while others 
produce leather goods. Fancy leather goods are produced by Gilchrist 
& Fisher at Exeter, and Devon Leathercrafts at Newton Abbot. 
C. & J. Clark, of Street, have opened a shoe factory at Plymouth 
since the war. 

Sawmilling, furniture making, etc., employ over 5,000 persons but 
there are no very large firms in the industry. This employment is 
of added value as many of the small sawmills and workshops are in 
the rural areas. Furniture and bedding; domestic woodware, joinery, 
etc., are all produced and a small firm, Hele & Company, build 
organs at Plymouth. At Barnstaple, the successors to Shapland & 
Petter, one of the larger firms, make ships’ furniture and fittings, 
furniture and radio cabinets. 

The paper and printing industries employ nearly 5,000 and there 
are several paper mills. These are located mainly in the Exeter area 
where Reed & Smith produce printing papers at Hele and Cullompton, 
and Wiggins Teape writing papers, blotting papers and plastic base 
papers at Hele. F. Tremlett & Company also have a paper mill at 
Exeter. Portals (John Allen & Sons) have a paper mill near Plymouth 
and A. Millbourn & Company at Totnes. Clark, Doble & Brendon 
make printed and plain paper bags, bookbindings, etc., at Plymouth, 
and cardboard boxes are produced by C. H. G. Jourdan at Exeter. 
There are several printing firms and newspapers throughout the two 
counties. 

Other manufacturing industries are represented though no great 
numbers are employed. The largest is the chemical industry which 
is located mainly in Plymouth and in the West Cornwall peninsula. 
To some extent the industries are traditional in these places. In 
Plymouth, chemical industries were set up in an early period, partly 
to provide materials for the wooden ships which played such a part in 
the history of the port. Tar and creosote are still produced by the 
South West Tar Distillers, a firm of some importance to the town. 
There are three fertilizer firms at Plymouth, including Fisons and 
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B.o0.T.’s 200-year-old Link with 
Nova Scotia 


How THE President of the Board of Trade 200 years ago played a 
decisive part in shaping the constitution of Nova Scotia was outlined 
by Sir David Eccles, the present President of the Board, in a speech 
to the Legislature at Halifax, N.S., in connection with the bicentenary 
celebrations on October 2, 1958. 

Sir David said that round about the middle of the 18th century the 
Board of Trade’s President was George Montagu Dunk, the Second 
Earl of Halifax, who had presided over the Board of Trade for 13 years. 
No Minister could have devoted more care to all the arrangements for 
the settling of the city that was to be called after him as this sentence, 
extracted from an historical record, illustrates: ‘Every detail of the 
settlement was organized by the Board of Trade, including advertis- 
ing for settlers, victualling their pending embarkation, provision of 
surgeons, schoolmasters and clergy, and the disposition of the Parlia- 
mentary grant of £40,000 for defraying the expense.’ 

‘Since 1758 Canada has been the pacemaker in constitutional 
progress for the whole Commonwealth,’ Sir David said. “The 
Commonwealth today, with its 660 million people, 10 independent 
nations, over 30 Colonies and Protectorates and 12 million square 
miles of territory, is a tremendous testimony to the courage and 
wisdom of the men whose successors we are today.’ 

Going on to speak of the recent Commonwealth Conference he said: 
‘I wish some of the founders of the British Empire could have sat in 
at our Conference in Montreal. They would assuredly have been 
satisfied with the bare statistics of the modern Commonwealth. But 
would they have been so content with the spirit of our age? I think so. 
I think they would have warmed to see, in that meeting of men of so 
many races and many diverse interests, how the conscience of the 
Commonwealth was touched and quickened as we came to grips with 
the human, political and economic problems for which no selfish or 
nationalistic solutions are possible. 

“Naturally every member of the Commonwealth goes to such a 
Conference with some thought of what he can get out of it for himself. 
But none of us had ever attended an international gathering before 
where from almost the first day a sense of purpose greater than national 
interests took charge of all our proceedings.’

In West Cornwall the chemical industry is located in the Camborne-

are made by a small firm at Liskeard. At Hayle, the Associated Ethyl 
Company, has a plant producing dibromide and bromide. 

The chemical industry is not represented in Devon to any extent. 
At Crediton, however, the firm of E. Jackson & Company, making 
medical products, is an important employer. Animal feeding stuffs 
are produced in Devon by two small firms at Seaton and Tiverton. 

As is to be expected in an area with a large coastline, fish processing is 
carried out in several places but the units are small. Fishing is carried 
out from Plymouth, Brixham, Newlyn, Mevagissey, Looe and elsewhere. 
The industry has become less important in the area and no very large 
numbers are employed. Among the fish caught by longline are skate, 
turbot, cod, conger and dogfish, and by trawl, sole, plaice, skate and 
whiting. The well-known pilchard is caught in season in the region 
of Cornwall and the Scilly Isles and the catch is largely canned. There 
are small canning firms at Looe, Paignton, Mevagissey and Plympton. 
Fish is also processed for fertilizers at Newlyn and for cattle food at 
Redruth. 

In conclusion mention should, of course, be made of the tourist 
industry which employs large numbers of people throughout the 
two counties. The peninsula is favoured in its geographical situation 
and in its scenery and the sun shines for longer periods than in most 
other parts of Britain. Both the north and south coasts of Cornwall 
and Devon are noted for their beauty and, inland, there are Dartmoor 
and Exmoor. Both counties have had colourful histories and many 
places have literary connections. 

A further article to be published in the Board of Trade Journal 
will draw attention to the places where assistance is available 
and to the new firms that have set up in recent years. 
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The Future for Oil and Nuclear 
Energy as Sources of Power 


THE PROSPECTS for the oil industry against the background of 
the development of automation, and of nuclear energy as a source of 
power was the theme of a speech made by Dr. James Taylor, a director 
of Imperial Chemical Industries Ltd., at the Annual dinner of the 
Council of British Manufacturers of Petroleum Equipment, in 
London on October 1. 

Dr. Taylor said that to the petroleum equipment industry, gusenals 
tion presented no challenge except as an increased opportunity for: 
success. ‘What, however, of the tremendous possibilities of nuclear 
science in its application to peaceful purposes and the abundant 
supplies of energy which it can make available in the future?’ he asked, 
‘Is this to be competitive with petroleum? Will it displace it? These 
are fascinating questions.’ 

‘The standard of living which mankind was able to achieve by bis 
own energy resources when he came off the trees as a food-gathering 
animal was pitifully low, and he had to learn to harness sources of 
energy outside himself, such as air, fire and water, and later, coal and. 
oil. The standard of living is, in fact, directly proportional to’ the 
horse-power available per unit of population, or should. be. » 

‘Following this line of thought on horse-power I have been reading 
quite a lot about energy requirements for the future and the possible 
competition between petroleum and nuclear energy for the world’s 
fuel and power requirements. All the authorities appear to be agreed 
that in the absence of any global catastrophe such as nuclear war, the 
world’s energy needs which have doubled every 10 or 12 years, will 
increase even more rapidly in the immediate future, and it is almost 
certain that the world will need all the fuel, whether- nuclear of: 
otherwise, which it can get. 


Energy Forever in Future? 


‘Mr. Schumacher, for example, at a recent Conference on Nuclear 
Energy, develops the thesis that in the next 30 or 40 years there ma 
well be an energy famine, even making maximum use of all available 
sources. 

‘So far as petroleum and nuclear energy is concerned, Mr. Robert 
Wilson, of the Standard Oil Company, summarized the position when 
he said the impact of atomic energy on the oil industry is far in the 
future. It will be negligible over the next 20 or 25 years. When the 
atom finally is harnessed for civilian work, oil will be so hard pressed 
to fulfil the nation’s energy demand that atomic energy will be wel- 
comed. The ultimate problem is not what fuel will be crowded out, 
but what can come along to help carry a growing load. 

‘There is, of course, likely to be competition in large power plants; 
but it will be many years before this is likely to be considerable and the 
product involved will be heavy residual fuel oil. There will also probably 
be competition in the distant future for ship propulsion, particularly 
when atomic powered vessels are developed for commercial use under 
water, but we may well be glad in the future to carry oil in nuclear- 
powered ships. 

‘It is very difficult to believe that in land transport, or in space 
heating, or in the whole multitude of other uses of oil, that there wil] 
really be competition, though there may well have to be a re-orientation 
of the relative amounts and nature of products derived from petroleum 
distillation and every consideration should be given to increasing th¢ 
uses which oil products can be put to. 

“To a person like myself in the chemical industry, one cannot help 
but feel that oil is too precious a substance to burn and ought to be 
kept for the manufacture of petroleum chemicals. In one of your own 
publications you have indicated that the production of petroleum 
derived chemicals in the United States has grown from 250,000 tons 
in 1940 to more than 6 million tons in the last few years and that in 
Europe the total investment in petroleum chemical plants now stands 
in the region of £125 million and in the United Kingdom alone by the 
end of this year is scheduled at approximately £100 million. 

“The petroleum chemical industry offers a great opportunity to this 
organization. The requirements are stringent and complex, but as 
chemical technology is advancing, so is the technology of materials: of 
construction. For example, the new metals such as titanium, zirconiumy 
tantalum, and niobium, provide you in the oil industry with means of 
fulfilling equipment requirements which would have been impossible 
a short time ago. ‘

' Proceedings of Restrictive Trade 
Practices Court 


‘THE BOARD OF TRADE have now sent a direction to the Registrar 
of Restrictive Trading Agreements permitting him to take proceedings 
tefore the Restrictive Practices Court in respect of any agreement not 
described in the Schedules to earlier directions. Under the directions 
previously issued, the Registrar was required to give priority to 
agreements concerning goods scheduled in those directions before 
starting proceedings in respect of any others on the Register. The 
new direction does not affect agreements on which proceedings have 
been started, but the Registrar may now start, at his own discretion, 
proceedings in relation to any other agreement on the register. 


‘ ‘This measure marks the completion of another stage in the opera- 
tion of the 1956 Act. In accordance with the Act, until the office of the 
Registrar was fully established and had gained experience, the Board 
of Trade gave the Registrar guidance on cases to be given priority, 
im order to censure that a large proportion of significant and repre- 
sentative agreements was brought before the Court at an early date. 
The significance of the new direction is that the Board of Trade now 
eonsider that no further direction to the Registrar is necessary on the 
manner in which he should exercise his responsibility under the Act 
for bringing before the Court agreements on the Register. The Court 
started its sittings on Monday. It has been thought convenient that 
the permanent responsibilities of the Registrar should be established 
before the first case comes before the Court. 


Notes: 


{. Previous Directions were given to the Registrar by the Board of Trade 
en April 16, 1957 (Board of Trade Fournal, April 27, page 946), September 3, 
1957 (Board of Trade Journal, September 6, page 506), March 20, 1958 
(Board of Trade Journal, March 28, page 746), and July 3, 1958 (Board of 
Trade Journal, July 11, page 82). Between them they covered about 450 
agreements. 

2. The decision to send no more Directions does not represent a change 

ef policy on restrictive practices. It was envisaged under the Act that the 
Registrar would in due course exercise full responsibility for bringing cases 
te the Court. 
‘3. The amending direction is necessary to release the Registrar from the 
obligation to start proceedings on all the agreements on the Schedules 
before turning his attention to other cases. It would clearly not be in the 
public interest to require the Court to examine a large number of cases 
(some possibly of a minor nature) on a limited range of goods before 
examining any others on the Register. 

4. The effect on industry is to put on notice the parties to agreements not 
covered by the Schedules that the Registrar may at any time start proceedings 
in respect of their agreements. 


Anglo-American Film Agreement Renewed 
for a Further Year 


AGREEMENT WAS REACHED on September 30 to extend the 
existing Anglo-American Film Agreement without change for one 
year to September 26, 1959. The Agreement limits to 17 million 
dollars the remittances that United States companies may transfer 
unconditionally of their annual earnings in the United Kingdom.

Gold and Dollar and E.P.U. 
Position in September 


Gold and Dollar Position 

The gold and dollar reserves rose by $31 million during the month 
and stood at $3,120 million on September 30. 

$17 million were paid to the European Payments Union in respect 
of August and $24 million were paid to the creditors of the Union in 
bilateral settlements. 


Provisional E.P.U. Result 

On the provisional figures for the month the United Kingdom had 
a deficit of £13 million with the European Payments Union. This will 
fall to be settled in October as to 75 per cent. in gold or dollars and as 
to 25 per cent. by increase in the debt to the Union. 


Import Duty on Reforming 
Platinum Catalysts 


THE BOARD OF TRADE give notice that they are considering an 
application for a reduction in the current rate of import duty on 
reforming catalysts consisting of platinum and/or palladium com- 
posited with an alumina or alumina and silica or silicate support, and 
containing, in addition to any sulphur, not more than 8 per cent. by 
weight of fluorine and/or chlorine, and where the precious metal 
content is not less than 0-1 per cent. and not more than 10 per cent. 
by weight.

therein as strictly confidential and to allow their comments to be 
passed to the applicant for reply.

Application for Anti-Dumping Duties 
on Piperazine 


THE BOARD OF TRADE gave notice on April 4, 1958, that they were 
considering an application for the imposition, under the Customs 
Duties (Dumping and Subsidies) Act, 1957, of anti-dumping duties 
on imports of piperazine, whether or not hydrated, from France, 
Italy and Sweden. 

The Board of Trade now announce that they have decided that a 
case for imposing anti-dumping duties has not been made out. 


Application for Anti-Dumping Duties 
on Lighter Flints 


THE BOARD OF TRADE gave notice on December 13, 1957, that 
they were considering an application for the imposition, under the 
Customs Duties (Dumping and Subsidies) Act, 1957, of anti- 
dumping duties on imports of lighter flints from Western Germany 
and Austria. 

The Board of Trade now announce that, as regards Western 
Germany, no case for imposing an anti-dumping duty has been made 
out. The application in respect of Austria has been withdrawn. 


Exempted Dealers in Securities 


THERE were no amendments to the list of Exempted Dealers in 
Securities authorized under Section 15 of the Prevention of Fraud 
(Investments) Act, 1939, during the month of September. 
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The Register of Restrictive Trading Agreements 


BELOW IS A LIST of additions and amendments made to the 
alphabetical index to the register between July 1 and September 30, 
1958. The last list, covering additions and amendments up to June 30, 
was published on July 11 (pages 79 and 80). The introductory 
paragraph in that issue also explained the basis on which the list is 
compiled, and the meaning of the symbols used. Very briefly, ‘D’ 
means that an agreement has been determined; ‘E’ that it has expired 
or will expire; and ‘F’ that it has been varied to remove all registrable 
restrictions. The date following the symbol is the month concerned. 


A list of ‘D’ and ‘F’ Agreements 

Although one can discover from a study of this and previous lists 
of additions and amendments to the register the agreements which 
have been determined or varied as described above, it may be con- 
venient to readers to have a complete list of these agreements (104 in 
all) set out separately. This has been done in the section below, headed 
‘D’ and ‘F’ Agreements, which lists these agreements since registration 
began up to September 30, 1958. This list will be kept up to date 
each quarter in the Board of Trade Journal as well as the main list of 
additions and amendments. Agreements which were registered as 
running for a specified period which has now expired, or will expire 
on a given date (i.e. those marked ‘E’ in the main list), are mot included 
in the ‘D’ and ‘F” list. In many cases these agreements are intended 
tO be renewed or re-made in a similar form on expiry. Finally, it 


should be noted that: 

(a) The inclusion of an agreement about a commodity in the ‘D’ 
and ‘F’ list does not necessarily mean that there are no other 
restrictive agreements about that commodity. Others may be 
ree in the index. 

‘D’ or ‘F’ agreement may sometimes be replaced by a new 
agreement. This will appear in the main list of additions and 
amendments when it is registered. 

The exact definition of the commodities covered and restric- 
tions concerned in any agreement can be found by consulting 
the register. 

The Registrar regrets that he cannot give precis of the contents of 
agreements on the register in answer to inquiries; but the register may 
be inspected at a fee of 1s. per day between 10 a.m. and 4.30 p.m. on 
any weekday except Saturday and certain holidays at any of the 
following addresses:

Diesel Buses for the Netherlands. A new export contract worth 
neatly £1 million for 300 diesel buses has been awarded to Leyland 
Motors Limited of Leyland, Lancashire. The order was handed to 
the sales director of the company on their stand at the Commercial 
Motor Show in London by Mr. Hortensius of the Netherlands Rail- 
ways. The order is in addition to the bus and truck contracts amounting 
to £3 million which were announced by Leyland Motors on the 
dpening day of the Show. Netherlands Railways are already taking 
delivery of 300 buses from Leyland Motors. This second order for 
300 additional vehicles emphasizes the successful operation in Holland 
of these British units which have the latest type of independent 
suspension. Most of these new buses will be allocated to the Railways’ 
15 companies which operate services in various sections of the country. 
They will have 36-ft. long bodies and will be arranged for one-man 
operation, the driver being responsible for fare collection. Semi- 
dutomatic Leyland gearboxes, dispensing with the need of a clutch 
pedal, will off-set the driver’s dual duties. 


} British Pumps for France. Hayward Tyler & Co. Limited, a 
member of the Platt Brothers Group, have received an order worth 
about £45,000 for four 400 h.p. glandless circular pumps from Sten 
Roubaix of Paris. These units are for installation on a thermal 
iler, working at near critical pressures, to be built in the Paris 
tegion. Hayward Tyler have recently appointed Ets. Ratier of 
ontrouge as the French licensees to handle further contracts of this 
nature. 


. Transformers for Saudi Arabia. Recent orders received by the 
sham Transformer Group of Hanworth, Middlesex, include one 
8,000/480 V. transformer for Saudi Arabia and a second successive 
6ntract for a further batch of transformers of several capacities up to 
68,000 V. for the public supply of electricity to the villages. 


New 12-Storey Office Block in Toronto. Taylor Woodrow 
(Canada) Limited, one of the Taylor Woodrow (London) Group of 
“building and civil engineering companies, has been awarded a contract 
‘valued at over two million Canadian dollars (about £800,000) for the 
‘construction of a 12-storey office block in Toronto. The site, on which 
‘lemolition of existing buildings has already begun, is at the junction 
sof Bay and College Streets, one of the busiest corners in the city. 
‘The contract period for the building, which is for Baycoll Limited, 
‘Toronto, and is to be of reinforced concrete, is 62 weeks. Peter 
Dickinson and Associates (Toronto) are the architects and Nicholas 
Fodor and Associates (Toronto), the mechanical engineers. 


- Earthmoving and Quarrying Equipment for Ethiopia and 
Nigeria. Two important overseas contracts for the supply of earth- 
moving and quarrying equipment have been awarded to the Aveling- 
Barford Group of Companies. 

(1) The Imperial Highways Authority of Ethiopia require 30 motor 
graders to be delivered over the next five months. With spare parts and 
extra attachments such as bulldozers and elevating graders, the order 
is valued at about £200,000 and is the largest ever placed by Ethiopia 
‘fot British construction machinery. Demonstrators will leave for 
Addis Ababa during October to put the first machines to work and to 
train local operators. The contract was negotiated through Luke, 
‘Thomas and Co. Ltd., the Aveling-Barford distributors in Ethiopia 
and will be paid for from World Bank loan funds. This is the second 
large contract Aveling-Barford have received this year for motor 
graders—the first being from Argentina and valued at a million pounds. 

(2) The Nigerian Railway Corporation has ordered quarry plant 
,to the value of £100,000 to produce ballast for rail extensions at 
-Bornu. This comprises three Goodwin Barsby two-unit Goliath 
mobile crushing and screening plants which will be fed by six Aveling 
Barford 4} cubic yard diesel ‘shuttle’ dumpers. An unusual feature of 
“the Bornu project is that the three Goliaths will be operating in parallel 
‘and, through an extension conveyor system, will feed single stockpiles 
of ballast, chippings and fines. 


' ‘Trunk and Distribution Telephone Cables for Venezuela. The 
B.1.C.C. Group have received orders from the National Telephone 
Company of Venezuela, the total value of which éxceeds £500,000. 


The contracts cover the supply and installation of trunk and distribu- 
tion telephone cables for the new Boleita exchange on the eastern 
outskirts of Caracas. The cables will be manufactured and supplied 
by British Insulated Callender’s Cables Ltd., in the United Kingdom 
and the laying and jointing of the cables will be carried out by Con- 
structora B.I.C.C. de Venezuela. 


£2} million Contract from Spain. In the face of strong Continen- 
tal competition, a contract valued at £2} million has been obtained 
by the British Thomson-Houston Export Company from Fuerzas 
Electricas De Cataluna, of Barcelona, covering a 60 MW. steam turbo- 
alternator, boilers and all auxiliary equipment. The sub-contractors 
for the boilers are John Thompson, of Wolverhampton, and Balfour 
Beatty are the sub-contractors for all civil engineering design and 
general lay-out. The steam turbo-alternator will be made in one of 
the works of the A.E.I. Turbine-Generator Division. 


Annealing Furnaces for Argentina. The Incandescent Heat 
Company Limited, Smethwick, has recently been awarded a contract 
worth more than £500,000 for a large coil annealing installation at the 
new steel works of the Sociedad Mixta Siderurgia Argentina 
(SOMISA). The order, obtained against strong continental competi- 
tion, is for 25 single stack coil annealing furnaces with 72 bases, 32 
forced cooling hoods, and three exothermic gas atmosphere plants 
each rated at 10,000 c.f.h. The furnaces are built to the design of the 
Lee Wilson Engineering Company Inc., of Cleveland, United States, 
for whom Incandescent are manufacturing licensees. The equipment 
will be manufactured and completely assembled at the Smethwick-— 
works of The Incandescent Heat Company Limited and the order 
will be completed within 12 months. The Sociedad Mixta Siderurgia 
Argentina is a semi-state enterprise which, under the national Steel 
Plan, is building a large integrated steel works at San Nicolas, near 
Rosario. In addition to hot and cold rolled sheet, strip and tinplate, 
the works will produce billets, plates, rails and sections, 


Semi-water Gas Plant for Madrid. ‘The Power-Gas Corporation 
Limited of Stockton-on-Tees, have received an order for a semi-water 
gas plant, from Societe Iberica de Nitrogene of Madrid for their 
Felguera Works. The plant will comprise a 11 ft. 6 ins. internal 
diameter water-sealed generator with combustion chamber and waste 
heat boiler. The plant is arranged for extension and will be additional 
to the oxygen blown producers which The Power-Gas Corporation, 
Limited supplied to this company in 1949. 


Radio-telephone Equipment for Hong Kong. The Hong Kong 
Government has placed a contract valued at approximately £80,000 
with Pye Telecommunications Limited for the supply of police radio- 
telephone equipment. The contract is for Pye Ranger frequency 
modulated equipment for fixed and mobile installations and is one of 
the largest export contracts for police radio ever received in this 
country. The contract includes Pye transhailers (transistorised 
megaphones) which are now widely used throughout the world. 


St. Lawrence Telephone Cable Project - Order Placed with 
British Firm for nearly £1 million. Submarine Cables Limited — 
owned jointly by Siernens Edison Swan Limited (a member of the 
A.E.I. Group) and The Telegraph Construction and Maintenance 
Company Limited ~— has been awarded a $2} million contract by the 
Canadian Overseas Telecommunications Corporation for the manu- 
facture and establishment of a repeatered submarine telephone cable 
system between the mainland of Canada and Newfoundland. Termina- 
tions will be near Grosses Roches on the south side of the St. Lawrence 
Estuary, and near Corner Brook in the Bay of Islands on the west 
coast of Newfoundland. This system will eventually form part of the 
new submarine telephone cable link between the United Kingdom and 
Canada, recently reported on in the Press in connection with the master 
plan for a new all-Commonwealth telephone cable to circle the world. 
It is gratifying that this valuable contract, the first ever to be awarded 
by Canada for a major submarine cable communication link, has been 
placed in Britain. 

Submarine Cables Limited in 1955/56 made nearly the whole of the 
cable for the highly successful first transatlantic telephone system 
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War on Air Pollution 


MR. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of Housing and Local Government, 
told the conference of the National Society for Clean Air at Llandudno 
on October 1, ‘Air pollution is the common foe of us all and we all are 
allies in making relentless war on it.’ 

The Minister said he was determined to make the Government’s 
clean air policy a success, and went on: ‘You can be sure that on the 
industrial side we now have legislation which should prove effective 
in dealing with a broad range of air pollution problems. 

‘Of course we have not reached perfection. Of course we must not 
expect to achieve 100 per cent. clean air forthwith. Of course there 
are all sorts of practical difficulties ahead. But we are the first country 
in the world to introduce a complete system of legislation for dealing 
with the problem on a national basis. 

‘If we can attain sensible and forceful and consistent administration 
by local and central government, and if we can get the co-operation 
of the man in the street and the man in the boiler-house and the 
woman in the home, the Act can achieve the Government’s purpose 
and yours: and that is to reduce smoke, grit and dust in our towns 
and cities to a level unknown for a hundred years or more.’ 


Mr. Brooke added that the development of smoke control areas 
was speeding up. His Department had been notified of proposals for 
182 smoke control areas from 108 local authorities. They related to 
nearly 200,000 premises and about 33,000 acres of land.

linking the United Kingdom with Canada and the United States of 
America, and their joint owners (Siemens and Telcon) have between 
them produced around half a million nautical miles of submarine 
cable of one kind or another during the past century. Thus, a wealth of 
experience second to none is made available to the C.0.T.C. 

The Canadian Government’s vast scheme of development further 
up the river, now nearing completion, known as the St. Lawrence 
Seaway Project, which will enable ocean-going ships to enter the Great 
Lakes, provides a background to the contract just placed, and gives 
practical expression to Canada’s decision to strengthen her communica- 
tions in order to keep pace with her ever-expanding economy. The 
cable system covered by the present contract will be about 400 nautical 
miles in length and will include repeaters enabling 120 two-way 
telephone circuits of high quality to be provided simultaneously over 
a single conductor. The contract includes the laying of the cable by the 
Company’s cableship ‘Ocean Layer’, and the provision of power to 
feed the repeaters, in readiness for the main cable between the United 
Kingdom and Canada which is to be laid in the late summer of 1961. 

Fruit Sterilizers for Australia. Two medium- and one high- 
capacity hydrostatic fruit sterilisers were recently shipped to Australia 
as part of a contract, worth £35,000, awarded to the Food Machinery 
Division of Mitchell Engineering Limited. These machines are fully 
automatic and form part of a programme being completed to mechanize 
the high speed processing lines of two important Australian canning 
companies, Messrs. Ardoma Fruit Products Limited and Riverland 
Fruit Products Co-operative Limited. A considerable number of these 
machines are now in operation and giving good service in many parts 
of the world. Last month the Division exported what is claimed to be 
the world’s largest automatic continuous sterilizer for canned foods to 
Canada. In something under two years Mitchell Engineering Limited 
have shipped to various parts of the world 12 automatic hydrostatic 
sterilizers, and it is believed that this constitutes a record for continuous 
processing equipment of this type. 
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Exhibition of Prepacking of 
Fresh Fruit and Vegetables 


T HE INTERNATIONAL Conference and the Exhibition of Prepacking 
of Fresh Fruit and Vegetables are being held in London this week. 
The Conference was opened on Monday (until today) at Haymarket 
House, London, S.W.1, by Mr. Joseph Godber, Joint Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Agriculture, Fisheries and Food; the 
Exhibition was opened on Tuesday (closing yesterday) in the Royal 
Horticultural Society’s New Hall, Greycoat Street, Westminster, 
London, S.W.1, by Mr. F. J. Erroll, Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Board of Trade. 
Both have been arranged by the Ministry of Agriculture, Fisheries 
and Food on behalf of the European Productivity Agency (E.P.A.) 
of the Organization for European Economic Co-operation (O.E.E.C.). 
‘I believe that this exhibition is the first in Europe to be devoted 
solely to the pre-packing of fresh fruit and vegetables,’ said Mz, 
Erroll in his speech at the opening. “The new industry, which has begun 
to develop on a large scale in this country and in Europe only in the 
last few years, is now able to put itself on show. 
‘But the exhibition is significant in another respect as well The 
European Productivity Agency of the Organization for European 
Economic Co-operation have been giving a good deal of thought ta 
the problem of increasing the consumption of fruit and vegetables and 
of improving their distribution. They have decided that pre- packing 
is a subject to which they must give their attention. It was at their 
invitation, and with their help, that H.M. Government undertook te 
sponsor this exhibition. Thus the exhibition is at the same time an 
example of the activities of an international agency on whose 
Governing Body the Board of Trade represents the United Kingdom, 
‘Many people still tend to think that a great gulf separates agri- 
culture and industry. The exhibition shows that this is not so. Manu- 
facture has always been at agriculture’s service. It has produced the 
machines which help the farmer to plough, sow and harvest. Now this 
help is being extended into the field of marketing. 
‘The horticultural industry is keeping up with the times. New 
methods of retail selling and changes in consumers’ habits, have 
opened up new outlets. Pre-packing is one of the ways in which they 
can be exploited. Over a long period, British machinery makers have 
designed built and sold all over the world many types of machinery 
used for the packaging, bottling and labelling of products of all kinds: 
‘Pre-packing has made remarkable progress in the United 
Kingdom in the last four or five years. At the start of the 1956/57 
potato season about 150 tons of potatoes were being pre-packed each 
week; at the height of the season the figure had risen to 3,000 tons; 
in the season as a whole about 70,000 tons or some 3 per cent. of all 
potatoes sold over the retail counter were pre-packed. In the 1957/58 
season the output of pre-packed potatoes had almost trebled, to 
about 8-9 per cent. of sales. 
‘Pre-packaging opens up the possibility of giving even the dweller 
in the big town a guarantee of uniform quality. This is a great advan 
and like all advances, it begets new problems. One is the sachioas at 
how to give the consumers these important safeguards on the quality 
side without depriving them of guarantees as to the quantity they are 
buying. It is a problem which we in the Board of Trade are con- 
sidering at present; and I expect many of our friends from overseas 
are too. The aim must clearly be to safeguard the consumer both as to 
quantity and quality. I hope that, among other things, this exhibition 
may assist the attainment of that objective.’

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Retail Sales in August 


AvuGusT was a fairly quiet month for retail trade. The value of sales 
declined seasonally and was down to about the same level as a year 
ago, after having been about 3 per cent. higher than a year earlier in 
both July and the first half of the year. Prices in August (for the retail 
sales coverage) showed little change on a year ago so that the volume 
of trade is estimated to have been about the same as last year. In July 
prices were a little below last year’s level, leaving the whole of the 
increase in sales attributable to a greater volume, but in the first half 
of the year higher prices accounted for the whole of the increase in 
sales. 


Clothing and Footwear Shops 


Sales by clothing and footwear shops were quiet, with the value of 
sales slightly lower than last year (by 1 per cent.). In July they had 
shown a modest increase (3 per cent.) on the rather low value a year 
earlier but for the first six months of the year had shown no change. 
Prices in August were only fractionally higher than a year earlier as 
against an increase in the January-July period of between 1 and 2 per 
cent. 

Within the clothing and footwear sector, sales by footwear shops 
and men’s wear shops in August showed small increases on a year 
earlicr (1 per cent.), compared with increases in July (of 6 per cent. 
and 1 per cent. respectively), but average decreases of 2 and 3 per cent. 
for the first half of the year; while sales by women’s wear shops in 
August were down on a year earlier by 2 per cent. compared with an 
increase of 2 per cent. in July and an average increase of 1 per cent. 
in the first six months of the year. The sales experience in August of 
clothing and footwear sections of department stores followed that of the 
specialist retailers: sales in footwear and men’s wear sections compared 
favourably with a year earlier, while sales in women’s wear sections 
were slightly down. 


Household Goods Shops 


Sales of household goods shops were also quiet, with the value some 
4 per cent. less than the high figure last year. In June and July they 
had beon slightly higher than a year earlier (by 3 per cent.), and they 
had shewn a modest increase (1 per cent.) in the first five months of the 
year. F'rices in August, as in earlier months of the year, were almost 
unchanged from those of a year earlier.

Level with a Year Ago 


Sales by furniture shops (excluding co-operative societies) in 
August were 3 per cent. down on a year earlier, after showing an 
increase of 5 per cent. in July but no change in the first six months of 
the year as a whole. In the furniture and furnishings sections of 
department stores sales in August were also lower than a year earlier. 

Sales by independent radio and electrical goods shops in August were 
down on a year earlier by as much as 12 per cent., as against an average 
decrease of 2 per cent. for the first seven months of the year. Sales in 
the radio and electrical goods sections of department stores, however, 
continued to show an increase (8 per cent.), although this was somewhat 
smaller than in the previous few months. Sales by independent radio 
and cycle, cycle and perambulator shops in August were also down on 
a year earlier, by 8 per cent., compared with an average decrease in the 
January-July period of 4 per cent. 

Ironmongers and hardware shops (independent and multiple 
retailers only) again reported sales above a year earlier, but the increase 
in August was only 2 per cent. compared with increases of 7 per cent. 
in July and 5 per cent. in the first half of the year as a whole. 


Miscellaneous Non-Food Shops 


For most kinds of business in this sector, sales in August were 
higher than a year earlier but by somewhat smaller amounts than in 
earlier months of the year. Sales by confectioners, newsagents, 
tobacconists were up by 2 per cent. and those by chemists, photo- 
graphic goods dealers by 3 per cent., compared with average increases 
of 3 per cent. and 4 per cent. respectively shown in the first seven 
months of the year. Sales by jewellers and by leather goods, sports 
goods, toys and fancy goods shops showed little or no change, follow- 
ing an average increase of 1 per cent. on a year earlier for the period 
January-July, and sales by independent booksellers, stationers were up 
on a year earlier by only 2 per cent., compared with an average increase 
of 6 per cent. for the first seven months of the year. 


Food Shops 


Food shops in August reported only a small increase on a year earlier 
in the value of sales (1 per cent.). In June and July the increase was

also small (2 per cent.), but in January-May had averaged as much as 
4 per cent. Food prices, however, fell substantially round about the 
middle of the year. In July and August they were about 2 per cent. 
lower than a year earlier whereas in the first half of the year they had 
shown a substantial increase which probably accounted for the whole 
of the increase in the value of sales. 

Most kinds of business in the food sector reported sales in August as 
showing little change on a year earlier, after having shown increases 
earlier in the year. This was especially the case with greengrocers, 
fruiterers where, with fruit and vegetable prices now down to below 
last year’s levels, sales showed no change on a year earlier in either 
August or June-July, as against an average increase of as much as

12 per cent. for the first five months of the year. Sales by grocers in 
August were up on a year earlier by only 1 per cent., compared with 
increases of 1 per cent. in June-July but 3 per cent. in the period from 
January to May, and several other kinds of business — butchers, 
fishmongers and off-licences — reported sales in August as up on a 
year earlier by only 1 per cent. as against larger increases earlier in the 
year. 

Sales by bread and flour confectioners in August were up by 3 per 
cent. on a year earlier, compared with an increase of 5 per cent. in 
June-July and 3 per cent. in January-May. Sales by dairymen (the 
published figures relate to co-operative societies only), reflecting 
lower milk prices, were 4 per cent. below a year earlier. 


Notes 


(i) The kind of business statistics are based on returns from 
independent retailers (shops owned individually or which belong 
to chains of less than ten branches), multiple retailers (firms operating 
chains with ten or more branches), department stores and retail 
co-operative societies. For independent retailers, multiple retailers 
and general department stores the figures are based on the sales of 
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all types of goods by each shop and, therefore, represent the trend 
of sales in specified kinds of business. Co-operative societies report 
their sales on a departmental basis and a department’s sales are 
assigned to the most closely corresponding kind of business heading. 


Details of the coverage of these statistics and of the method of 
compiling the index numbers were given in the Board of Trade 
Journal of May 5, 1956. 


(ii) The supplemental commodity statistics are derived from 
returns of sales dissected into commodity groups made by depart- 
ment stores, including some larger drapers and furniture shops. 
Details of the chain method used in the construction of these index 
numbers were given in the Board of Trade Journal of July 5, 1952, 
and April 4, 1953. 


Footnotes to Tables 

(a) The periods covered by the index numbers consist of either four or 
five weeks, each quarter being divided into three ‘monthly’ periods of four, 
four and five weeks respectively. The period covered by the August 1958 
sales was the four weeks from August 3 to August 30; the corresponding 
period in 1957 was from August 4 to August 31. As the figures are based on 
the values of sales and of stocks, they are affected by price movements 
including changes due to variations in the incidence of purchase tax. 

(b) Includes figures for the sales of appliances from the showrooms of 
the area gas and electricity boards. 

(c) Includes figures for variety and other general stores which are not 
published separately. 

(d) These descriptions are based on 1950 turnover groupings. Large 
denotes shops with sales of £100,000 and over in 1950. Medium denotes 
shops with sales of £10,000 and under £100,000 in 1950. Small denotes 
shops with sales of under £10,000 in 1950. 

(e) These index numbers do not allow for chemists’ receipts under the 
National Health Service, which are as far as possible excluded by con- 
tributors in their returns. 


B.I.M. Conference on ‘The Challenge 
of Change’ 


WHATEVER THE IMMEDIATE FUTURE holds for British industry 
and commerce —a further expansion or a slowing down - there is 
always the challenge of change to be met. The British Institute of 
Management has, therefore, chosen “The Challenge of Change’ for 
the theme of the BIM National Conference being held this year in 
Brighton from November 26 to 28. 


The views of top management and specialist management, of the 
large organization and the small, will be given by the speakers, and 
discussed by the 1,000 delegates, each approaching his individual 
subject in the light of the general theme. Among the speakers will be 
Sir John Elliott, chairman of London Transport, on “The Role of

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Digest of Scottish Statistics 


THE 12TH Issue of the Digest of Scottish Statistics, prepared by 
the Scottish Statistical Office, St. Andrew’s House, Edinburgh, 
has been published by H.M. Stationery Office (price 5s.). 


The quarterly Index of Industrial Production in Scotland (average 
1948=100) which opens the Industrial Activity section shows that 
the volume of output this year has been running 2 per cent. below 
what it was last year. For the first two quarters the figures were 127 
and 129, respectively 2 and 3 points less than corresponding figures 
for 1957, The manufacturing industry as a whole was down by 2} 
per cent., building and contracting by 1 per cent. and mining and 
quarrying by 7 per cent; but owing to the increase in electricity 
generation the index for the gas, electricity and water group showed 
a rise of 6 per cent. 

The remainder of this section consists of tables giving a considerable 
amount of detail on industrial activity including new tables on capital 
expenditure and operating costs and proceeds of the nationalized 
fuel industries; over the past two years capital investment has exceeded 
£110 million, approximately 65 per cent. on electricity, 28 per cent. 
on coal and 7 per cent. on gas. 

The Transport and Communication section has been extended to 
include, inter alia, statistics of British Railways’ receipts, road pas- 
senger transport of the British Transport Commission and of the 
corporations of the four cities, road carriers’ licences, driving tests 
and canal traffic and receipts. 

The section on labour now gives more detailed analyses of un- 
employment and of the numbers of insured employees in the Develop- 
ment Area. The Social Services section includes several new tables 
covering national insurance, family allowances and child care and 
adoption; and some of the previous tables have been extended. 

In the Finance section, the previous tables on banking and savings 
have been extended and combined with some insurance statistics and 
new tables give some details of the income and expenditure of local 
authorities and of Inland Revenue duties. The Miscellaneous section 
now includes data on prisons and Borstal institutions, civil and 
licensing courts and the weather.

How the Commonwealth will be affected by the proposed European 
Free Trade Area is discussed in a survey, ‘Britain, the Commonwealth 
and European Free Trade,’ published by Britain in Europe Ltd., 
price 5s.

THE BRITISH FORTNIGHT at Lord & ‘Taylor’s Fifth Avenue 
store and its six branches, which has been held in close association 
with the British trade magazine The Ambassador, has been one of the 
biggest and most successful commercial ventures of its kind. 

Goods valued at over $34 million, from more than 100 British 
firms, have been sold since the fortnight opened with a skir! of Scots 
Guards pipes on September 22. The thousands who followed the 
band into the store past replicas of British sentry-boxes bought so 
heavily that within the first few days ten departments cabled back 
to Britain for more merchandise, and by the end of the fortnight 


most of the goods bought from Britain between December 1957 and 
July 1958 had been sold. 


Selected by 24 of the store’s buyers, the goods displayed ranged 
from fashion, fabrics and furnishings to pottery, cosmetics and 
accessories — in all, a total of 189,715 items, contributed by firms 
from every part of Britain, including some comparatively new to 
the American buyer, as well as such world-renowned names as Digby 
Morton, Jacqmar, Otterburn, Yardley, Worth, and many others. Lord 
& Taylor have long been supporters of British merchandise. Jaeger, 
Aquascutum, Country Life (Wear), Rodex and other famous names 
are labels already familiar to their customers. But to stock 64 of the 


87 departments in a store of this size with a complete range of British 
merchandise was a venture on an altogether unusual acale. 

The excellence of British design and workmanship, w 80 
greatly impressed Miss Dorothy Shaver, President of Lord I Tarlo’ 8, 
during a visit to Britain last year, were directly responsible for the 
idea of holding the British Fortnight in New York — an idea carried 
out in close co-operation with Mr. and Mrs. Hans Juda, of The 
Ambassador. In co-operation with Miss Shaver, a special edition of 
the magazine was produced for distribution in America, containing 
a 52-page supplement that provided a pictorial survey and buyers’ 
guide to the British Fortnight. 

The success of the British Fortnight at Lord & Taylor’s may best 
be judged by the fact that other stores in the United States are 
following their lead in ‘buying British.’ Bergdorf Goodman, Bonwit 
Teller and Bendel are all featuring British merchandise and on 
October 13 another British Fortnight will open at Neiman-Marcus 
Man’s Store in Dallas, Texas. For this The Ambassador has assembled 
a collection of British paintings, and Mr. James Laver of the Victoria 
and Albert Museum is producing an exhibition of Historical Male 
British Costume. There will be British guns by Purdey, British cars, 
British woollens and British books. There will even be facilities for 
booking a safari to Africa if desired. 

The British Fortnight has done more than merely provide a shop- 
window where British goods can be displayed to the American public. 
It has demonstrated the fact that their quality of workmanship, 
together with reasonableness of price, can bring solid business to the 
American shopkeeper. 


Visits to Iraq 


THE BOARD OF TRADE are receiving many inquiries from United 
Kingdom exporters about the advisability of business representatives 
visiting Iraq at the present time and for information about the 
procedure for obtaining visas from the Iraq Embassy in London. 

It is the opinion of the British Embassy in Bagdad that present 
conditions in Iraq, though undoubtedly more difficult for business 
promotion than they were before the revolution, should no longer 
deter representatives from making visits to the country. 

There is, however, considerable delay in obtaining visas for 
business visite to Iraq. Since July the Iraq Embassy in London has 
in nearly all cases forwarded applications for visas to the authorities 
in Bagdad for decision. It is not known how long it may take the Iraq 
Ministry of the Interior to reach their decisions on such applications. 
The British Embassy in Bagdad suggests that United Kingdom firms 
who are still in contact with agents in Iraq might seek the latters’ 
help from the Iraq end for any applications for visas made on behalf 
of the firms’ representatives. 


It should also be noted that every visitor who enters Iraq now 
requires an exit visa before leaving the country, no matter how long 
the stay. It is reported that the granting of an exit visa may take 
between three to eight days. On arrival in Iraq it takes as much as 
three hours to clear the immigration procedures and all visitors should 
be in possession of two photographs of themselves.

Venezuela and Argentina 


H.M. EMBASSY in Caracas reports that a Trade Agreement between 
Venezuela and Argentina was signed in Caracas on September 18. 

According to local press reports the Agreement provides for the 
supply to Argentina of Venezuelan crude oil to the value of U.S. $10 
million in exchange for Argentine products over a period of one year 
from the date of ratification. The oil acquired by Argentina under the 
Agreement would be supplementary to normal purchases of Venezuelan 
oil. 

Payments will be effected through the medium of a special account 
in United States dollars to be opened by the Argentine Central Bank 
and any balance remaining in favour of one or the other country at the 
end of the one year period will fall to be settled in freely convertible 
exchange. 

The agreement also provides for reciprocal most-favoured-nation 
treatment with the usual exceptions for advantages granted exclusively 
to neighbouring countries from any Customs Union. 


Benelux and Israel 


A TRADE AGREEMENT between Benelux and Israel was signed at 
The Hague on August 29. It cames into force on September 1, 1958, 
is valid for one year from that date and will be automatically renewed 
unless denounced three months before expiry date by either party. 
Israel will grant most-favoured-nation treatment to imports from 


the Benelux countries and the latter will continue to import freely from 
Israel. 


Imports from Israel into Benelux will include cut flowers and gladioli, 
early potatoes, plastics, and potassic fertilisers.

Changes in Import Licensing 
Policy 


THE GOVERNMENT OF INDIA have announced that issue of the 
import policy for the period October 1958 to March 1959 is likely 
to be delayed by about three weeks, They have, however, announced 
an interim policy for ‘Actual Users’ and given advance information 
on quotas for certain items in short supply. 

According to preliminary reports received from the United 
Kingdom Trade Commissioner in New Delhi some of the main 
changes are as follows: 

Actual Users. To avoid dislocation and ensure flow of new 
materials for industrial production applications from actual users will 
be considered as previously. New items for which applications will 
be considered are lead ingots, pig and scrap; zinc unwrought; tin 
block and tin scrap; copper unwrought. Items for which applications 
will not now be considered include paper; rubber tyres and tubes; 
ball bearing of 1 inch bore (internal) and below; certain chemicals. 

Items in short supply. Some of the new quotas for established 
importers are tin block and tin scrap 40 per cent.; milk foods for 
infants 30 per cent.; X-ray films 75 per cent. ; farinaceous and patent 
foods 10 per cent.
